Teachers, 
well leaders social conscience, are 
realizing what extent modern philoso- 
phies have substituted the individual for 
the person. the scientific study 
personality, personal relationships have 
been ignored and the human being has 
lection skills. The abstract testing 
program, the organizational standards 
and curriculum pressure, have caused 
teachers forget the human person 
the child before them. The impact, 
too, materialistic and individualistic 
philosophies prevailing today has caused 
the child become “thing” 
formed intellectual, physical, social, 
and economic skills alone. This approach 
child growth and development often 
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results contempt the person. 
reduced from someone loved and 
according his production abilities. 


Individual Person 

Just what the difference between 
individual and person? How 
the child treated person? 
group set aside and judged the part 
plays working system, his value 
being judged his productivity. 
individual becomes person when the 
precious values enclosed his soul be- 
come the object consideration; when 
the dignity and nobility his being are 
knowingly respected; when loved 
and enjoyed not for what does but 
for what is. 

St. Paul, child psychologist, an- 
swers the second question for us, 
his Epistle the Colossians 3:21, 
“Fathers (teachers) not provoke 
your children anger that they may 
not discouraged.” This does not mean 
they are not corrected, for 
Ephesians, 6:4 writes, “do not pro- 
voke your children anger, but rear 
them the discipline and admonition 
the Lord.” The disciplinary rod must 
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used the need arises but not 
the way that discourages. What St. Paul 
advises that the drives and compul- 
sions, the social needs each child 
should not crushed, should not 
disregarded. And when take cog- 
nizance each one’s needs are 
beginning treat individual children 
loved, understood the way that 
will enable them achieve their Chris- 
tian destiny. What are these forces with- 
the child for which should make 
provision 


The Needs Person 

First, the need for approval: must 
feel that teachers and fellow students 
have interest him and that 
counts for something. This need ful- 
filled when our understanding atti- 
tude the classroom group sympatheti- 
cally suffer with him the problems 
faces. 

Second, the need for successful 
achievement: Each child desires feel 
important, enjoy the happiness that 
comes from mastery undertakings, 
have the satisfaction overcoming 
apparently insurmountable obstacles. 
Praise from his associated group the 
particular time achievement what 
the child instinctively expects. Others 
may belittle what considers success, 
approval satisfied. 

Third, the need for acceptance: 
wants accepted the group 
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family, neighborhood, and school. 
rejected any group, which his 
innate qualities has right 
part, tends make him withdraw 
feel unwanted. 

Fourth, the need for moral and spiri- 
tual helps: Boys and girls want 
good but more than that they want 
recognize with them their desire for 
moral goodness. What psychologists call 
child’s drive for love, security, and 
wantedness nothing more than the 
craving his nature find someone 
with whom can good someone 
appreciate his efforts become his 
better self, someone upon whom can 
lean until has proved himself, 
through time and experience, that 
value. 

Therefore treat child person 
must interested enough him 
correct his unfavorable tendencies, 
fulfill his needs, and lastly plant the 
healthy seeds that will enable him 
grow into strong Christian character.

One very effective technique the 
disposal teachers for helping pupils 
discover themselves and their neighbor 
sociodrama.

this particular discussion the 


teacher did not have enter into the 
clarifications opinions and attitudes, 
deviate from correct conclusions, the 
teacher proposes questions and situa- 
tions orientate correct thinking. The 
authors Role Playing the Problem 
Story also encourage this approach say- 
ing: 

Children are quick apply generaliza- 
tions they draw from debate their own 
life situations. The teacher may help her 
pupils express their feelings about 
troubles which had caused some 
anguish. She may guide them into describ- 
ing the ways which they had solved 
their own dilemmas, and thereby give the 
whole class actual incidents examine 
dissect and evaluate. After discussing these 
personal examples, the teacher can ask 
the children would solve the problems they 
had described the same way,

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The rural way life receding. What 
left it, and speak particularly 
the fertile American farms the Mid- 
machinery and luxury. The rural way 
life receding; the horses have 
forever from the agricultural scene;, the 
current rural life, threatened the in- 
trusion urban gadgets like television 
and every known electrical device but 
mostly and relentlessly purely economic 
forces, has caused the number 
and farm families decline steadily, 
every decennial census shows and de- 
cline actual numbers and not merely 
proportion the rest the population. 

And the rural high schools, and among 
them the Catholic rural high schools, stand 
lonely rear-guard posts, endeavoring 
hold back the ever increasing threat the 
old rural way living. The public high 
schools the farm country, generously 
them today, through consolidation, sup- 
ported number formerly independ- 
ent school them pro- 
vided with federally granted vocational 
courses, and all them accommodated bya 
smoothly working school-bus system, should 
able survive for some time. But 
the Catholic rural high school: without 
any these valuable aids and period 
inflation and ever mounting costs— 
what its future?

Prosperous Catholic Community 

But then Dyersville not exactly rural 
parish. More than one fourth the parish- 
ioners who attend services the beautiful 
twin-spired Basilica St. Francis Xavier 
reside farms, true; but the almost 
three thousand other and 
these constitute per cent the town 
according Iowa municipal law 
“chartered city the third class.” Its 
little factories, its modern municipal swim- 
ming pool, its streets lined with busy mer- 
cantile and business establishments, 


large recreation parks, present 
urban aspect. But its prosperity 


from the rich rural area all about it; 
the mercantile center wide agricul- 
tural district embracing number other 
parishes and other communities. 

understand the educational situation 
Dyersville one must consider the vivid 
and all-pervading Catholic atmosphere 
this community. Where else the United 
States will you find town three thou- 
sand entirely Catholic and the rural 
district for miles round about 100 per 
cent the true Faith? the moment, the 
attendance Xavier High School 245; 
and Xavier Grammar School, 723. 
the Dyersville public school, supported 
completely, course, Catholic taxes, 
there are eight children enrolled; three 
these are Catholic and attend the school 
for particular reasons approved the 
pastor, and the other five are the children 
the one non-Catholic family the entire 


school systems neighboring communities. 


community which sends its children 
school. 

Such, general, was the Catholic edu- 
cational picture when came Dyers- 
ville except that the high school attend- 
ance was less than half what today. 
The high school students were all from the 
city; there were practically none from 
the country. But that was only part the 
picture. the neighboring cities the 
same size Dyersville there were well- 
attended public high schools the finest 
caliber. All them were more less 
geared the progressive program laid out 
the internationally celebrated agricul- 
tural college, Iowa State College Ames, 
and had set standard that from the 
start made competition from the private 
rural Catholic high schools almost utterly 
out the question. 


Energetic Competition 

One must remember that Iowa’s rural 
high schools are being equipped exploit 
her rich and fortunate agricultural situa- 
tion. Iowa’s percentage foreigners the 
lowest and her rate literacy and has 
been the highest for years all the states 
the Union. Ninety-seven per cent her 


“rich acreage private ownership and 


Iowa alone possesses per cent all 
the Class arable land the nation. 
The fame her excellent state agricultural 
college draws students from all the con- 
tinents the globe. 

What I’m getting that these well- 
equipped public rural high schools posed 
formidable challenge Catholic rural high 
schools such the one Dyersville. 
was immensely pleased learn that many 
the parishioners, especially those fa- 
thers who had been the world wars and 
had “been around,” were becoming keenly 
conscious the fact that educational 
program more directly fitted the require- 
ments urban-rural area should and 
could developed Dyersville; namely, 
one that would meet the needs our com- 
munity more affectively, and maintain its 
place alongside the progressive public 
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Proposed Solution 

Several meetings were held, and the pro- 
posal advanced some our Ames and 
Loras College graduates was first en- 
thusiastically adopted. This was con- 
vert our parochial high school into tax- 
supported school. was feasible plan, 
was legal one, had many and great 
advantages its favor, and the best part 
tax-supported high school, would still 
every phase thoroughly Catholic high 
school. The parish would retain full owner- 
ship the high school buildings and would 
merely rent them the Dyersville public 
school board, whose five members were 
among our leading Catholic professional 
and businessmen there, course, being 
absolutely others our completely 
Catholic community. Five hundred dollars 
month was paid the parish for 
the use the two high school buildings, 
and this money was used help the 
development the free parochial elemen- 
tary school. 

“Released time” was, naturally, 
granted the school board that each 
day the high school students could cross 
the street and attend class Christian 
Doctrine the parochial grammar school 
assembly halls. The faculty would consist 
the graduates Loras College for men 
and Clarke College for women, both 
which Catholic institutions were the 
nearby city Dubuque. least one, and 
probably more, diocesan priests were 
members this faculty. this program 


was developing every step was examined 
and approved the Archbishop 
Dubuque. Every morning the high school 
students would attend the eight 
parochial Mass just they had always 
been doing, and would ready for the 
nine o’clock opening the high school. 
Not long ago Msgr. Martin Hellriegel, 
famed pastor and liturgist, assumed 
article Worship magazine the general ac- 
ceptance the fact that Catholic school 
must mean more than institution with 
cross over the entrance and catechism 
the desk each student. “The first line 
the curriculum Catholic school,” 
advised, read, letters gold: 
‘Daily Holy Mass.’” The Monsignor con- 
cluded his article recalling the un- 
forgettable impression made upon him 
what high school freshman once told 
his pastor: was younger you in- 
stilled great love for holy Mass. 
But now attending Catholic high 
school, which, although has cross above 
the doorway and cafeteria for 
stomach and gymnasium for muscles, 
has chapel for That was not 
the policy for the proposed high 
school for Dyersville never has been, 
not now, nor ever will be, certain. 

And what were the other great advan- 
tages that would accrue through this 
scheme? The rural and agricultural courses 
that would incorporated into our pro- 
gram, the vocational agriculture type 
the agricultural courses not only for the 
high school students, but for the young 
farmers the district, granted under 


the federal Smith-Hughes Act; farm shop 
important part our high school; 
the home-economics courses, also under the 
federal grants the Smith-Hughes Act; 
and semicurricular activities, for ex- 
ample, high school band such the 
public schools our neighboring cities had, 
and which knew would incentive 
attract the boys and girls from the 
neighboring farms attend our high 
school. The professors Ames were very 
co-operative and encouraging helping 
secure these grants for our school. 

The big question that faces every pastor 
who contemplates the launching moc- 
ern, well-equipped, and properly 
high school, this: Where will you get the 
money? Here was the answer; was 
would still have Catholic high school 
every sense the word. And the 
beauty the plan was, that for some 
reason couldn’t think any —the 
program did not work out successfully, the 
lease the high school buildings could 
immediately terminated, and could con- 
tinue the old parochial high school system 
yore. There was everything gain 
and nothing lose. 


Some Objectors 

Oh, there was opposition the plan. 
came from small but vociferous group 
local wealthy property holders. For the 
first time they would have been compelled 
support educational institution. 
Catholic Dyersville the school taxes are 
ridiculously insignificant. The parish sup-

Dyersville for many years 
has been the lowest taxed city Iowa, and, 
for all know, the lowest taxed city 
the entire United States for populations 
two thousand and up—the minimum 
population most taxpayers’ associations’ 
lists. 

Naturally, the very novelty this plan 
receive the widest publicity, 
and out the press, and was the sub- 
much discussion. did not escape 
attention our Protestant friends. 
Christian Century, one their widely 
circulated journals, while admitting the en- 
legality the plan, took Dyersville 
aid me—to task for circumventing the 
law, somehow other, obtaining tax 
money for Catholic high school. 


Another Plan Proposed 

Just this point, that is, when were 
about launch our carefully prepared 
Catholic tax-supported high school, another 
plan was brought vigorously the fore: 
central church-supported high school 
Dyersville for all the surrounding parishes 
along with Dyersville. With number 
good parishes supporting the school, the 
costs would proportionately lowered for 
each member parish, and many the ob- 
jectives were striving accomplish 
could obtained their joint financial 
contributions. Furthermore, another argu- 
ment that appealed strongly some peo- 
ple was that nuns teaching the member 
parish schools could furnish the bulk 
the teaching staff the central Catholic 
high school. 

there was strong inclination toward 
this plan absorbing struggling little high 
schools into strong central school mani- 
festing itself various parts Iowa, 
was decided substitute this plan for our 
original one. the archdiocese Dubuque 
and the other dioceses Iowa this pro- 
posed program central Catholic high 
schools now longer merely plan but 
blossoming out into successful existence 
particularly the cities. 


Final Solution: Parish High School 

However, the surrounding parishes 
Dversville were not quite prepared for such 
plan the time our hopeful dreams. 
decided develop our own church- 
supported, rural-urban high school alone 
matter what the cost, financial 
herwise. 

Because the enthusiasm the people 
over our original plan had not died, 
were able exploit for the benefit 
school’s rural department especially. 
Dyersville strong mercantile cen- 
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ter, has number large farm ma- 
chinery and farm equipment dealers well 
hardware establishments. The gentlemen 
connected with these businesses joined to- 
gether generously presenting with the 
various tools and machines needed equip 
excellent farm shop which installed 
the huge basement our build- 
ings. This alone saved considerable fi- 
nancial outlay the parish. 


Our Teachers 
seasoned agricultural with 
ten years’ experience public high schools 
was engaged, and such trained teachers 
have been employed ever since. Mechanical 
drawing and farm shop are taught each 
year, with basic agriculture, biology, and 
rural arithmetic taught every other year. 
One happy feature this arrangement 
that, although these new courses have 
been accommodated into the curriculum, 
has not been found necessary elim- 
inate any the subjects the regular 

academic course studies. 
The next step was unique one, and 
not applicable all situations. Dyersville 
has two youngish doctors veterinary 


medicine, both Ames graduates, partners 
business, and, course, members 
the all-embracing parish. they had been 
among the enthusiasts for the “new plan,” 
they now gladly and generously agreed 
act guest lecturers once week, each 
pursue subject independently the 
other. For instance, this year, Dr. David 
Ungs lectures weekly the botany 
farm plants, beginning with corn factors 
involved growth, diseases, 
control. Dr. William Fennessy currently 
giving courses certain phases animal 
husbandry. 


This system lectures the veter- 
inarians has proved extremely 
valuable adjunct the agricultural course 
the curriculum. These men are highly 
trained experts their field. any men 
have grasp the agricultural picture 
the community, they do. Their value 
the school further enhanced their 
direct association with the state agricultural 
college and other agencies research. 
must recognized that these men, 
spite their excellent qualifications, 
not qualify “teachers” the technical 
sense that they not possess secondary 
teaching certificates. Their weekly lectures 
are supplemental existing 
courses, and not new courses themselves. 
Hence such formal qualification unneces- 
sary. 

likewise through these gentlemen 
and through the degreed agricultural in- 
structor that Xavier High School works 
close co-operation with both boys’ and 
girls’ 4-H clubs the surrounding com- 
munities. Further, prepare these boys 
and girls for future membership the 
“co-ops,” the various farmers’ co-operative 
associations, the high school store en- 
tirely owned and managed the students 
the co-operative plan. 


And speaking girls, let under- 
stood that this rural high school program 
not confined boys alone. Naturally 
the preponderance emphasis placed 
those elements which are primary 
interest the boys but not exclusively 
so. the specifically agricultural side 
such topics poultry raising and dairying 
are made available farm girls, such 
aspects farm life often fall their 
care. Furthermore, Xavier High School, 
along with many others, has very fine, 
well, and modernly equipped homemaking 
domestic science department, conducted 
one the Sisters the faculty spe- 
cially trained for that work. Xavier has 
been fortunate the type nuns assigned 
its faculty. The recently deceased Mon- 
signor Ulrich Hauber, former president 
St. Ambrose College Davenport, and 
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one the strongest advocates rural 
high schools, several times explained 
that city-reared nuns sent rural 
semirural schools sometimes lack the sym- 
pathetic rural touch and often have 
reorientated order see the practical 
well the merely classical aspects 
education. 

Due, least partly, gifted science 
teacher our nun faculty, our students 
both boys and have won scintil- 
lating series prizes Iowa and national 
contests scientific and agricultural sub- 
jects. seven Xavier contestants entered 
1955 the Iowa State Teachers College, 
six won top honors—and two them 
were girls. One girl was awarded four 
year scholarship for her study the 
effect different types nitrates 
beans. The other girl was awarded the 
top ribbon for farm biological experiment, 
and one the boys gained top honors 
for his work dealing with the effect 
colored filteration the growth corn. 
might add that this was the highest 
percentage winners from any high school 
Iowa. 

1956, among several who gained su- 
perior awards, one particularly brilliant 
student was one student winners 
national contest, and his project 
the effects tilling soil yields 
(experimented his home farm) earned 
him the following prizes: the state 
scholarship through the Westinghouse 
corporation, $100 bond from the 
National Teachers’ Association, and two 
top ratings, one from the Iowa State 
Teachers College and the other from Grin- 
nell University. This young 
dentally, has entered minor seminary 
candidate for the holy priesthood. 

mention these facts bit boastfully, 
but principally point out 
that our rural and scientific courses are 
producing results. 


Adult Rural Education 

Xavier High School sort 
focal point for the educational and cultural 
activities and ambitions the community, 
and has responsibility toward adult edu- 
cation, daringly launched out 
program adult rural education. co- 
operation with the Extension Service and 
the Soil Conservation Service the 
Department Agriculture, and likewise 
with the co-operation the agricultural 
faculty the Iowa State College Ames, 
has conducted for the past six years 
“Farm Lecture Program.” Nine ten 
lectures are given, usually Monday 
nights, from December March 
every practical subject from soil conserva- 
tion and animal diseases farm manage- 


ment and farm income tax. 
subject, the way, usually draws large 
crowd because appeals the farmer’s 
pocketbook. The lecturers are not only 
Extension and Farm Bureau agents and 
Ames professors but also farmers and tech- 
nical specialists. The average attendance 
through the years has been about men 
addition number the high school 
students. 


The School Band 

Another incentive that has been con- 
ducive bringing and keeping rural youth 
our high school has been the Xavier 
High School band, today amounting 
members. The students receive scholastic 
credit for the band work addition 
the cultural contribution provides. 
have this work incorporated into the ac- 
credited curriculum had have 
qualified and salaried lay instructor. Here 
the city council came our rescue: 
appointed the Xavier High School band 
the Dyersville municipal band. According 
Iowa law, city may set aside certain 
millage for the support municipal 
band and its general educational expenses, 
and this part the cost was provided. 
active Band Mothers’ Club has through 
the years raised other funds supply

Accredited School 

decided put that competition 
the test. applied for approval 
the highest accrediting agency for second- 
ary schools the Middle West, the North 
Central Association Colleges and Second- 
ary Schools. Dr. Van Dyke the 
University Iowa and eight superintend- 
ents the larger public high schools 
Iowa visited and thoroughly examined our 
school. result were this past spring 
approved and admitted the North Cen- 
tral Association. Again have the unique 
distinction being the only parochial 
high school Iowa with that coveted 
accreditation. 

Let conclude this essay Catholic 
rural education startlingly interesting 
note. Nowhere this western hemisphere 
there city anywhere near small 
Dyersville whose parish church 
elevated the dignity Basilica. The 
rural-urban high school has grown and 
prospered the shadow those parochial 
towers; the lovely twin-spired Gothic pile

the number religious vocations the Church today. There 
were many nunneries the Middle Ages, but, that time, the 
number monks far exceeded the number nuns. This joyful 
admiration the fact that our Lord finds many faithful 
brides the midst badly secularized world would, think, 
shared the medieval monks sort sacred envy. 


The Sisters’ Apostolate 

Medieval religious would rejoice further because the impor- 
tance the Sisters’ apostolate the Church today. the 
Middle Ages the possibilities direct apostolate for nuns 
were quite limited. And now? the United States alone there 
are 120,000 Sisters teaching Catholic schools preparing them- 
selves for that glorious apostolate. Most them teach religion 
well secular subjects, thus acting special way heralds 
our Lord. Everyone knows how much American Catholicism 
owes the legions Sisters Catholic schools. Where else 
Sisters perform catechetical work such large scale? And 
they are doing with fervor and success. 

What sublime honor for the brides our Lord 
share His divine work redemption—not only prayer 
and penance, but also direct apostolate heralds the 
divine Bridegroom! teach theology, according St. 
Thomas, that the combination contemplative and apostolic life 
the highest form religious vocation, then evidently are 
not permitted restrict this statement the religious life 
monks. doubt St. Scholastica and St. Gertrude would congratu- 
late Sisters today who are called such close and sublime 
collaboration with Christ. 


Brides Heralds 

However sublime their apostolic calling may be—and here 
are considering especially the catechetical apostolate Sisters 
are always, first all, brides our Lord. However excellent 
the apostolic vocation teaching religion, when that teaching 
not integrated with and subordinated the fundamental 
vocation our Lord’s bride, becomes monstrosity 
religious life. Sister teaching religion has not two vocations 
but only one. any other Sister she is, above all, our Lord’s 
bride. The Lord sends His bride the little ones, and all her 
work for them must done that capacity. This fundamental 
call modifies, inspires, and sometimes also limits the Sister’s 
apostolic activity. Her catechetical apostolate gets its special

Our Lord’s Vocation 


For deeper understanding the Sister’s status 
and herald may look the divine vocation our Lord 
Himself. The Father has sent Him proclaim His 
message. the divine herald par excellence. Our Lord Himself 
emphasized again and again that all His teaching acting 
the faithful herald His Father. Reviewing His catechetical 
activity, declared, the end His public life: have 
not spoken own authority, but who sent me, the 
Father, has given commandment what should say, and what 
should declare. The things therefore, that speak, speak 
the Father has bidden me” (Jn. 12:49-50). the same 
moment that stresses His mission herald also stresses 
His divine sonship, since His mission divine messenger cannot 
understood but the light His dignity Son God. 
proclaiming the message the Father had entrusted Him 
showed His filial attachment the Father. His whole 
teaching gets its special significance, its dignity and value, its 
unparalleled vigor from the fact that the only-begotten 
Son the Father who sent Him. First all from all 
eternity God the Father’s Son; whatever did order 
His Father did with the spirit and vigor fully devoted 
Son. 


The Vocation 


When Sister considers and fulfills her catechetical task 
bride our Lord who gives her share His own work, her 
Martha activity becomes fact function the contemplative 
Mary the Lord’s feet; her catechetical apostolate becomes 
manifestation genuine bridal love, means uniting her 
heart with the Lord. Thus not only the personal spiritual 
the religious teacher but also the catechetical 
advances. 

not necessary belabor the fact that apostolic zeal 
will the unfailing result genuine bridal love. Without 
this zeal the teaching religion would lifeless routine for 
the teacher and worthless mechanism for the pupils. Only 
religious zeal coming from loving heart will bring religion 
the hearts the students. Religion essentially more than 
system reasons, its nature life, life love. 
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Only deep personal love our Lord will keep the Sister’s 
heart young and willing endure the burden the classroom 
while practicing intensive religious only for few 
but for whole lifetime, even after she has reached the 
period life which her secular contemporaries seek and 
easier schedule. 


Sisters Tone the Message 


Can we, perhaps, say that the Sisters’ vocation brides 
includes not only their catechetical apostolate, but also 

expected, remarkable extent, tone the message itself? 
first glance that seems inadmissable. not the message 
heralds our Lord always the same, namely God’s 

velation? Even the Holy Father may not change this divine 
any way; must proclaim exactly the same message 
our Lord proclaimed His Father’s name and that the 
postles sent our Lord announced. How could simple 
ster ever permitted change this eternal message? Certainly 

can question real change. are not masters 

the message but heralds who are commanded transmit 
ithfully the message the Lord. Yet, still more the point, 

must willing instruments the hands the only herald 
Father, i.e., Jesus Christ. 

That comparison shows how there may remarkable 
without real change. Cannot musician play one 
and the same melody different instruments?- The instruments 
not change the melody, but each instrument renders the 
melody the particular tonality that instrument. 
not fully according the intention the musician himself? 
must know why prefers here and now this particular 
instrument more than that. This also true our divine 
Musician and Herald. Whatever the instrument uses, 
wishes play the same divine melody, proclaim the same 
message. wishes play the same melody different tonalities. 
Wishing make point His message sure and clear for 
everybody, uses His big trumpet Rome; hence this in- 
strument must excel, and does excel, with regard authority, 
exact formulation, and reliable directions. But this not His 
only instrument. wishes, especially our times, pro- 


claim His message melodious violins too, who should dare 


Him? have only ask what may His divine 
intention using the gentle tone His may 
their special function the whole symphony? Likewise 
must ask here: What can Sisters loving brides our Lord 
confer upon the catechetical apostolate what should the charac- 
teristic feature their catechetical work? present few 
points: 

First all our Lord expects from His brides special under- 
standing His message. That does not mean special scholastic 
training, which may useful for some Sisters who have 
teach religion upper classes high school college. Our 
Lord does not expect from all Sisters charged with catechetical 
work the scientific analysis and profound speculation theolo- 
gian, but genuine religious fruit un- 
love and diligent meditation. Our Lord expects well- 
developed understanding and deep appreciation His principal 
and religious ideals. Who should understand Him not 
His brides? Their spirituality must founded solidly the 
fundamental doctrines our Lord and nourished continuously 
diligent reading and meditation the Bible, especially 
the Gospels. Thank God, the time seems have passed when 
spiritual life Sisters often was overloaded with too many 
devotions and was formed too little the substance 
Christian dogma. for anyone, then for the bride our 
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Lord first all His fundamental doctrines should be, the 
full sense the word, the light her life. 


Theology for Sisters 

Lately many Sisters, especially the United States, get 
special theological training better formation for the cate- 
chetical apostolate. Would that every Sister who has teach 
religion could have special theological training! But such training 
must adapted the particular need the Sisters. would 
wrong this training imitated mechanical way the 
theological training future priests, and still worse emphasis 
were put misunderstood scholasticism which too much 
concerned with the cultivation notions and too little with 
deeper religious understanding and appreciation Christian 
dogmas. How would our Lord teach and form these Sisters 
were directing these courses? When taught His disciples, 
the result was not only clear conceptual understanding, but 
deep and solid religious enthusiasm. not our heart burning 
within while was speaking the road and explaining 
the Scriptures?” (Lk. 24:32.) anywhere, certainly 
theological courses for Sisters, must use the kerygmatical 
approach, i.e., must emphasize the religious value Christian 
dogma and its relation Christian life. “The words that have 
spoken you are spirit and (Jn. not the 
special privilege our Lord’s bride grasp the spirit and life 
His doctrine? However, such kerygmatic teaching means 
excludes sound scholastic theology from its rightful place. 


Gently Proclaim the Lord’s Message 

Sincere love renders the bride pliant the ideas her Beloved. 
the catechetical field that means that she will bring 
little possible her own ideas and much possible the 
favored doctrines her Lord. Her catechetical fidelity will let 
the Lord speak; she will His willing instrument. The faithful 
bride will not dilute the magnificent message her Lord with 
her own attempt embellishment. the same time, she can 
place remarkable emphasis the affective element the 
divine message. This genuine Sister catechesis; the tonality 
our Lord’s violins. doubt attracts and forms many 
souls more effectively the soft melodies his violins than 
the somewhat harder sound His trumpets. This does not 
all mean the approval unbecoming sentimentality which 
often spoils the magnificent melodies our Lord. Sister 
who, her own spiritual life, not able distinguish deep, 
tender, but noble religious emotion from inferior sentimentality 
will never able when teaching religion. Here especially 
deficiency solid spiritual formation inevitably has bad con- 
sequences educational activities. 


Proclaim the Glad Tidings 

Since the apostolic work the Sister-teacher inspired and 
directed her love our Lord, the Lord the center her 
message, the center the message entrusted His 
priests. How much, therefore, Sisters can profit from the recent 
catechetical tendency which stresses the mystery Christ the 
central theme Christian doctrine and participation the life 
Christ the chief goal the catechetical apostolate. What 
pity that some teachers seem not yet have adequate idea 
the mystery Christ. This mystery which must proclaim is: 
Christ sent the heavenly Father our Leader bring 
back the Father. not Christ detached from the 
Father, but Christ the gift the heavenly Father and 
our only way the Father. 

proclaiming this mystery divine love, evidently the brides 
our Lord should possess the right understanding this message 
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divine love and propose the joyful tidings God’s 
eternal love. Hence, Sisters especially will appreciate the keryg- 
matic tendency modern catechetics, emphasizing that our mes- 
sage is, its nature, real evangelium, i.e., the good news 
God’s eternal love manifested Christ, and how must an- 
swer Christ love for love. Sisters their particular vocation 
brides our Lord are special way called and disposed 
understand, appreciate, and proclaim this sublime message 
divine love. 


“The Spirit Gives Life” 

Although the brides Christ are privileged messengers divine 
love, does not follow that, their instructions, they should 
use the word love often possible. They are fit messengers 
the new covenant, the covenant love, yet “not the letter 
but the spirit; for the letter kills, but the spirit gives 
Cor. 3:6). proclaim God’s love not tiresome repetition 
any word, but showing what God has done for us, and 
that for sinners; how “God, who rich mercy, reason 
his very great love wherewith has loved even when 
were dead reason our sins, brought life together 
with Christ. and seated together heaven Christ 
Jesus,” (Eph. 4-7). That is, fact, the climax God’s 
unfathomable love and the core our message: How the eternal 
Father “gave his only-begotten Son” (Jn. 3:16), order 
give rebellious servants Christ forgiveness, and share 
His life, glory, and happiness.

The factor property values determines 
the nature and scope the insurance 
policy. How much would cost replace 
your school? How much your school 
equipment worth? The answer these 
questions forms the basis for determining 
how much property insurance needed.

essential prerequisite establishing 
adequate coverage. 


Reproduction Costs 


“An accurate appraisal the reproduc- 
tion costs existing building difficult 
make and involves technical knowledge 
the principles valuation, depreciation, 
and the various methods determining 
reproduction costs, replacement values. 
Satisfactory and reliable results can best 
obtained consulting some one thor- 
oughly familiar with building costs and con- 
struction” advise Linn and Joyner (p. 78). 
Several possible guides are recommended 
for consideration when seeking norm for 
determining adequate appraisal for 
school buildings. 

Original contract price the building 
can used base value, with adjust- 
ments for changing property values, the 
rising price level, and increased construc- 
tion costs. currently recommended 
that insurance coverage property should 
adjusted upward about per cent from 
1951 values. Your present policy rep- 
resents replacement value what year? 
When the last time you adjusted for 
rising costs replacement? This 
matter that deserves prompt attention, 
matter information well pro- 
tection. 

Cost factor per square foot floor 
area per cubic foot volume may 
used norm. Both are popular meas- 
ures widely used architects estimating 
proposed costs new construction.

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Evaluation Contents 

The content evaluation can initiated 
the administration and the faculty. 
Does your school have inventory 
building contents? How old the inven- 
tory? Interestingly enough many schools 
not have inventories, and others have in- 
complete and outdated inventories. the 
event loss would quite difficult 
adequately list the many varied items 
equipment and supply which are cur- 
rently employed the school program. 
The same questions about inventories can 
asked regarding the convent faculty 
residence. Contents these school-related 
buildings are also valuable and should 
accurately noted for insurance purposes. 
your school does not have inventory, 
how can you assured that the estimated 
content value contained your fire in- 
surance policy anywhere near adequate? 

This deficiency can overcome through 
the joint efforts the faculty. “In- 
ventory Day” can designated and each 
home-room teacher, each 
structor and moderator extracurric- 
ular activity, can submit list equip- 
ment and furnishings contained their 
classrooms, laboratories, project centers. 
The listings secured this way would merely 
record the number and description 
items, and could easily compiled 
teachers students. The areas common 
use could assigned “inventory teams” 
either teachers student council mem- 
bers. The goal would complete listing 
building contents. Individual reports 
can turned the school office 
compiled and tabulated. This new record 
would then form the accurate basis for 
estimating replacement values. Replace- 
ment cost data can supplied, extensions 
made, and totals tabulated. 

Periodic review the inventory im- 
portant, add new items equipment 
and delete items obsolete, junked, 
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scrapped. The total valuation should 
reviewed occasionally adjust for the ris- 
ing price level, factor prime impor- 
tance considering replacement costs. 

Another important matter consider 
awarding fire insurance contracts the 
possibility securing the maximum rate 
reductions. The Association Public 
School Business Officials recommends sev- 
eral ways achieve rate reductions. 


Terms Policies 


three-year term rate school fire insur- 
ance usually amounts two and one half 
times the one year rate. The five year rate 
usually four times the one-year rate. This 
possibility savings should investigated 
the school. 

Use co-insurance. Co-insurance sug- 
gests that the greater the amount in- 
surance carried risk relative its 
full insurable value, the lower the insur- 
ance rate per unit value. the case 
co-insurance, the insured carries more 
insurance than ordinarily would carry, 
usually per cent the value, the rate 
lower and the insurance company will 
pay all losses the amount carried. 
The details co-insurance can found 
such readily available sources high 
school texts business law and consumer 
economics well more technical 
and professional volumes. 

Check rating sheets insure re- 
ceiving every possible credit. Some rating 
bureaus establish basic rates for property 
and these are added debits credits 
according the presence absence 
hazards. Usually possible locate 
some penalties which could removed 
practical manner, thus reducing present 
premiums. The installation more fire 
practical measure which would result 
lower premiums. 

Other savings may achieved 
examination the manner which in- 
surance policies are purchased. pos- 
sible that collective action purchasing 
insurance city-wide diocesan basis 
might result premium reductions. Mu- 
tual insurance company offerings should 
investigated from the viewpoint possible 
economy for comparable protection. The 
opening insurance competitive bidding 
may also result additional savings.

Since all detergents are “chemicals” (ex- 
cept water, which will not considered 
further discussion) many which are 
very complex, would take highly 
technical discussion differentiate them.

Only three ingredients are required: lye, 
fat oil, and water. When these three 
are boiled together chemical reaction 
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takes place known “saponification” 
which simply means formation soap. 
The hot mixture poured into some sort 
mold, just shallow pan, and al- 
lowed harden. Such soap very crude 
but quite useful for heavy-duty use 
mide according directions. apt 
contain excess lye and thus 
rough the hands.

wide variety soaps can made 
adding perfumes and coloring matter.

Some common builders are sodium phos- 
phate, polyphosphates, 
sodium carbonate, and borate. 
Rosin may added soap increase 
the lathering properties. abrasive, such 
pumice, generally added scour- 
ing soap. 


Synthetic Detergents 


Soap is, and always has been, ex- 
cellent detergent. has, however, one big 
disadvantage; works well only soft 
water. Hard water 
large amounts calcium and magnesium 
salts which react with soap form 
insoluble scum. The familiar “ring” around 
the tub deposit greasy calcium and 
magnesium soaps. Using soap with hard 
water very wasteful because cleans- 
ing action can take place until all the 
calcium and magnesium salts have been 
removed deposition the insoluble 
soaps. Hence, under 
being used first all water 
softener and then only detergent. 
water softener and was due this fact 
that the modern synthetic detergents were 
They work equally well hard 
soft water because they not react 
vith calcium magnesium salts. Another 
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distinct advantage synthetic detergents 
that they are quite efficient lower 
temperatures, thus saving fuel costs; also 
lower temperatures are more favorable 
special finishes fabrics. 

The term “synthetic detergents” (chem- 
ists call them “syndets”) applied all 
detergents now available other than soap. 
Actually soap also synthetic detergent 
but curiously enough never classified 
with the modern syndets. 

The first syndets appeared about two 
decades ago. They were synthesized from 
vegetable oils, sulfuric acid, and sodium 
hydroxide. Known sodium alkyl sul- 
fates, they proved excellent deter- 
gents hard water. Later the sodium 
alkyl aryl sulfonates were produced. The 
raw materials involved their synthesis 
are kerosene other hydrocarbon, ben- 
zene, sulfuric acid, and sodium hydroxide. 
This type syndet the most important 
terms volume produced today. 

Syndets the above types (sulfates 
sulfonates) are known 
Through resaerch their detergent proper- 
ties have been improved the addition 
bleaches, and other additives. 

More recently new type syndets known 
Chemically they are completely different 
from the anionics, and their synthesis 
too complex even mention here. Besides 
having the usual detergent properties 
other type syndets, nonionics are said 
give the correct degree foaming 
sudsing for any specific cleansing operation. 


“Suds” Not Significant 


And that brings the subject 
controversy raging the present day. 
suds not suds, the popular ques- 
tion. Actually the lathering power is. not 
measure the efficiency detergent. 
Some products which are excellent deter- 
gents produce little foam. Housewives, 
however, accustomed the copious suds 
produced with soap soft water are apt 
rate detergent according the volume 
foam produced. This mistake be- 
cause excessive foaming may distinct 
disadvantage given cleansing operation. 

The nonionic low sudsers are designed 
for effective washing automatic dish- 
washers and clothes washers. They pro- 
duce per cent the volume 
Backers claim that high foaming dish- 
washers prevents proper rinsing which leads 
staining and streaking. laundry de- 
tergents, claimed that they are stable 
and effective water having varying 
degrees hardness, temperature, and 
alkalinity. 


Unfortunately more thorough discus- 
sion syndets not possible short 
article but sales volume good in- 
dicater, syndets are here stay and will 
become better and better known. Since 
1935 syndets have gradually increased 
sales volume until the present when about 
per cent all detergents sold are 
syndets. 


Problems Choice 


What the best brand detergent 
for given job? Conditions use vary 
much that probably the best way 
find out actually experiment with 
several brands determine which gives 
the most satisfaction per dollar spent.

However, one high price 
syndet bar has been very favorably re- 
ceived test markets over period 
years. Manufacturing costs have kept 
off the national market. Liquid soaps are 
still popular; the first nine months 
1955, sales liquid soaps were about 
per cent higher than the same time 
last year.

The first reaction this mother was that 
her daughter, and the sixth grade, was 
too young for information menstruation.

Her 
daughter, advanced school beyond her age, 
associating with older girls. They could 
the source incorrect information, developing 
problems that might better avoided. 

The family includes children, four girls 
and six boys, ranging age from four 
twenty. Sometimes the older ones blurt out 
questions that should discussed privately. 
Therefore, well have matters like 
menstruation handled school. makes 
easier for both the parents and the girls. Ques- 
tions that come later are dealt with 
much more readily home. For example, her 


own little daughter asked after class: 
just what period?” Both having seen the 
picture, they could talk about menstruation 
frankly, and the point raised the daughter 
was easily clarified. “The sooner girl realizes 
that menstruation perfectly natural, the less 
likely that she will develop wrong ideas,” 
this mother remarked. “It best get every- 
thing right from the beginning even though 
girl does not mature for year two.”

menstruated. However, there was quite 
probability that she might start while away 
from home. Therefore, her mother gave her 
the explanation and supplied her with sanitary 
napkins and belt. That took care the 
need. the other hand, “The Story 
Menstruation” gives much clearer under- 
standing than most mothers could give and 
this mother glad her younger daughter had 
the benefit it. grateful, too,” she 
went on, “that the girls can the Sister 
with their questions. could not when 
was girl,” she concluded.

The older one 
the sixth grade saw the picture this past Feb- 
ruary, but her mother would like the younger 
one see this next year, while she 
fifth grade.
